immigrants.) IIhe most embarrass- 
ing experience for the modest Chi- 
nese，however，Wwas the tedqduire- 
ment to strip dowan to their bare 
skins, exposing their privy parts to 
the gaze of the doctor and each 
other，for at that time such prac- 
tices Were not common in China， 
patrticularly in the countryside. 

Chinese men and women were 
confined in separate barracks. 了 ach 
barracks consisted of a big room 
furnished with rows of bunks 
stacked in two' or three tiers. Pri- 
vacy Was minimal. 工 Ypically，at 
any one titme, about 200-300 men 
and 50-60 females could be living 
there， Most of the immigrants 
were- young, in their late teens or 
early twenties . 

To forestall the passing of coach- 
ing information， an imrmigrant 
could not receive visitors before 
his or hetr interrogation:. Letters to 
detainees Were opened and scruti- 
nized by the authorities. Incoming 
giftt packages were inspected and 
searched for possible smuggling of 
coaching messages.

A repetitious monotony marked 
life in the detention building. On 
oOccasion，Visits from a missionary 
or the Chinese YMCA may have 
relieved the tedium. Sometimes 
the inmates organized shows to 
entertain thermselves. But other- 
Wise，each successive day saw the 
same dreary routine， Some men 
gambled，Pplaying cards or domi- 
noes.、Women Kknitted or sewed. 
Others whiled away the hours 
reading newspapers or listening to 
Cantonese opera records. Periodi- 
cally, the imimigrants could go out- 
side into a fenced yard for some 
fresh air. 

Often，some in the barracks，es- 
pecially the women，would weep 
as they reflected upon their un- 
happy circumstances，A few at- 
tempted suicide. However，few 
tried to escape in the treacherous 
Waters of the bay. 


THE_ CHINESE 
ORGANIZATION 
Aspirit of camaraderie prevailed 
among these fellow victims of a 
racist imrmigration policy. The de- 
tainees had a self-governing organ- 


ization( 簿 人 自治 釜 )

It apparently was first formed 
around 1922, and it was perpetu- 
ated there until the closingof the 
station in 1940. 


Immigrants who had stayed at 
Angel Island recollected that the 
objectives of the group were mu- 
tual aid and maintaining order: At 
times it established classes to teach 
the childqren. If the Chinese had 
complaints or requests, the organi- 
zation negotiated with the authori- 
ties. In turn， the government offi- 
cials used the organization as 83 
vehicle to transmit and explain 
various policy announcements to 
the detainees. The officers of the 
organization Were usually elected 
from those who had been interro- 
gated and whose cases were on ap- 
peal. 

The association was an impor- 
tant link in an underground com- 
munications system linking the de- 
tainees to the San Francisco Chi- 
nese community: The system 
Worked as follows: Kitchen help 
on Angel Island, mostly Chinese， 
usually visited San Erancisco's 
Chinatown on their days off. There 
they picked up one or more coach- 
jing messages, and were paid small 
fees for smuggling them into the 
station . 


Depending on the circumstances， 
different vehicles conveyed mes- 
sages from the kitchen to the Chi- 
nese organization. Often they were 
passed _ during mealtimes to the 
table occupied by the officers of 
the group (they sat closest to the 
kitchen ). 

Later when the men returned to 
the barracks，the addressee Te- 
ceived the message, paying a small 
fee for the service. This money， 
deposited in the Chinese organiza- 
tionls treasury, Was to be spent for 


the benefit of the inmates, such as 


buying phonograph records and 
athletic _ equipment or donating 
small sums, Say $30-$50, to assist 
those unfortunate enough to be 
deported . 

If the message Was addressed to 
one of the 页 omen,， who were con- 
fined in separate quarters and took 
their meals at dqifferent times than 
the men, then the Chinese had to 
devise a method of delivery. Din- 
ner times,， during the period when 
the men were leaving and the 
women Were entering the dining 
hall，were usually the most appro- 
priate oOccasions. 


The organization's officers also 
had a prearranged understanding 
that if a guard were to detect the 
presence of a _ message，all should 
coopberate to prevent confiscation 
of the papery so that it could not 
be _ used as material evidence to 
jeopardize some one's entry to the 
U.S. 
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One such incident occurred in 
1928. A_ matron guard was escort- 
ing the Chinese women into the 
dining room as the men were leav- 
ing. She sawa girl pick up a folded 
piece of paper dropped by one of 
the men. But as soon as she seized 
the message from the girl, the men 
quickly turned and pounced on 
the woman. Searching her，they 
soon recovered and destroyed the 
eVvidence-. 

The Chinese inmates universally 
resented their treatment since they 
did not feel that they were guilty 
of any crimes,. They disliked many 
of the conditions in the detention 
quarters. During the early years of 
the statiom，there were numerous 
complaints about the long confine- 
ment while awaiting interrogation， 
and also about the poor quality of 
the food. Their smoldqering anger 
sometimes exploded into open re- 
volt. At times, hotheaded Chinese 
had thrown dishes on the:dining- 
room floor and refused to eat the 
food . 

On another occasion in 1925， 
the Chinese accused a white atten- 
dant of being an informer. When 
he appeared in the dining room 
bringing in bowls of rice at dinner- 
time,” the Chinese immediately 


converged on him and adminis- 


tered a thrashing to teach him a 
lesson.， The immigration authori- 
ties finally had to call in the army 
from Et McDowell to quell the 
defiant rebels with fixed bayonets. 

These were certainly not the 
docile submissive Chinamen de- 
picted in stereotypes! 


THE INTERROGATION 

Some Weeks after the new lmmi- 
grant's arrival at the Angel Island 
barracks (two to three weeks dur- 
ing the 1930s，but much longer 
during earlier years), thesummons 
came to appear for the'interroga- 
tion. This was the qdqay of reckon- 
ing. Depending on his (or her) suc- 
cess _ in hurdling this last barrier 
the immigrant would be released 
to_ begin a new career in the New 
World or be deported back to 
China to resume his former life 


For months he had been mem-

While the immigrant waited an- 
xiously in the interrogation room， 
the government employees took 
their time to chit-chat andqd joke 
with each other before getting 
down to business. But once the 
interrogation began，the Chinese

The history of the Chinese in America is filled with hardship， 
discrimination，unjust persecution and misery. Some of the diffi- 
culties encountered by our ancestors were inflicted by the few 
kinsmen who controlled the various organizations. Like all com- 
munities, there are always those who prey on their own brothers 
and profit by the suffering of others, However,， much of the diffi- 
cujties came from discriminatory acts by the majority Trace against 
the minorities, as well as by the government itself. 

The exclusion of Chinese from this country was at one time the 
national policy of the United States, The meticulous plan by which 
the Chinese newcomers were segregated，detained，and interro- 
gated will surprise many'in this generation, However Unpleasant 让 
WwWas, the description of the Angel Island Immigration Station pub- 
lished in 研 cst/West was indeed something all newly arrived Chi- 
nese immigrants had to experience, 

This is an imnportant part of the history of the Chinese in Amer- 
ica. This is part of the root on which we grow,， we struggle, and we 
carve out a_ future， 

Do not for one moment think that the Angel Island experience 
has passed into history, not to be repeated again. History teaches us 
that acts of racial hatred and discrimination，regardless how ugly 
they are, have a way of surfacing again and repeating themselves. 
Furthermore，the scars of the Angel Island experience are stil 
etched deep into the beings of the elderlies in our community. 
Much of their fear, distrust, and apprehension of merging into the 
-mainstream of America has influenced portions of our younger 
geDperation ，

LEADERSHIP 

It is a significant question，mnot 
only for China,， but for the rest of 
the world: the hundreds of 
thousands of administrators， Or 
cadres，Imay exert just as 
much influence as the country's 
top _ leadership on China's future 
course.

RESISTANCE 

Yet the “Three-in-One Com- 
bination ”has encountered resis- 
tance， particularly from those 
veteran revolutionaries who were 
bitterly criticized and sometimes 
forced from office by youthful Red 
Guards during the height of the 
Cultural Revolution ，

“Peoples Daily” noted，“S$ome 
cadres are worried that young 
cadres lack experience， They are 
Somewhat disdainful of the latter， 
who in their eyes are but a

But， the article _ continued， 
“Many old cadres in various 
leading Posts today.， were once 
members of the“children's corps' 
(in the 1930s and 1940s). If they 


`“ have no concern for the young 


cadres and do not want to train 
their successors， do they not 
negate their Past?” : 

A recent Radio Peking broad- 
cast cited _ recent events at the 
Taching oil field (China's model 
industry) as an example of how to 


resolve these “problems in the 
Proper Maoist fashion , 
SUCCESSORS 
Some older oil workers，the 


boradcast said，objected that the 
average age of the leaders of one 
large drilling unit was only 35. In 
response，the local Communist 
Party committee organized every- 
body to study “Chairman Maos . 
instructions on training .millions of 
SUCccesSoOrs to the revolution .” 


The broadcast concluded that， 
as a result， 上 veryone came to the 
profound understanding that it is 
totally wrong to belittle the 
abilities and role of young cadres， 
and to adopt the _ narrow and 
conservative view of distrusting 
them.” 


The effectiveness of these ex- 
horations cannot be measured. 
But they underscore how seriously 
China's leaders view the problem 
of succession. And there is little 
doubt that the handling of this 
issue will Have a major impact on 
China's path once Chairman Mao 
and his aging colleagues have 
Passed from the scene.

ered with questions such as no 
other nationys imnmigrants ever had 
to _ answer: 

How many steps in the house in 
your native village? 

What is the material of congstruc- 
tion of the living-room floor? 

What is the material of constrtuc- 
tion of the bedroom floor? 

How did your father give yoU 
the money for your passage? 

The assumption of the authori- 
ties seemed to be that the immi- 
giant's claim of his right to land 
was fraudulent until proven other- 
wise. Even immigrants with valid 
rights to land had been tripped by 
this questioning， 

The questioning was condueted 
by a_ white immigration officer, an 
interpreter (usually Chinese)， and 
a stenographer to record the testi- 
mony. A _ session usually lasted at 
least one to two hours. Then simi- 
lar questions were separately put 
to _witnesses for the applicant for 
admission，e.g.，his father，rela- 
tives，etc. Sometimes the new im- 
mijgrant was duestioned again to 
go _ over questionable points. The 
entire interrogation lasted two to 


”three days. 
During these _ critical days，the . 


interrogated persons were under 
extreinely high stress。 Memories 
would fail. At other times unfore- 
seen questions might be asked. 
Hence_ sometimes it was necessary 
to smuggle coaching information 
to the new immigrant .on Angel 
Island to _ attempt to smooth out 
inconsistencies in the testimonies. 

If the testimonies of the new im- 
migrant corroborated that of his 
Witnesses，then the authorities ap- 
proved his entry into the country. 
了 开 an unfavorable decision was 
handed down，then the immi- 
grant's _ family had the difficult 
choice of allowing him to be 
shipped back to China，or to ap- 
peal to the courts，sometimes all 
the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. For this reason, some Chi- 
nese immigrants languished on 
Angel Island for as long as two or 
three years before final decisions 
Were rendered on their cases . 

This situation naturally was 如 - 
nancially beneficial to imnimigration 
lawyers and their Chinese inter- 
mediaries，But because of these 
experiences Several generations of 
Chinese imimigrants had learned to 
regard immigration officials as 
symbols of oppression and objects 
of fear.

STABLE 

Alotof Chinese have gone into 
engineering Positions，The most 
stable job 10 years ago was a 
Position with .civil service，and 
many Chinese worked asengineers 
with the state. However，we are 
finding now，that these jobs are 
not as stabjle as they once were， 

There have been changes in the 
militant groups in te community， 
Ten vears ag0,， JSCKSOn Street Was 
the favorite street ftor yout 
groups，such as the Leways and 
the Red Guards，Leftist - grouPps 
(Chinese and Filipino) now occu- 
pyPportionsof Kearny Street. 

A lot of Chinese moved out to 
the avenues and suburbs during 
the 1960'Ss，Many realized the 
importance of keeping their Chi- 
nese ties，Chinese schools were 
opened in places like Diamond 
Heights and Foster City. Wait a 
few more years and youre going 
to see I-shirts that say“Diamond 
Heights Mah-Jong Club . : 

“SO DRIPPY! 

I have seen families moving out 
to communities like Eremont and 
San Jose，where the high schools 
have only a few Chinese, Sooner 
or later, the parents al ways ask the 
daughter,“How come you dont 
go out with the Cjinese boys in 
your school?”The daughter usual- 
ly _ replies，“Ekhhhl Theyre so 


drippyl”I guess 让 theres only one 
Chinese boy in the school， 站 s 
about a 1.000 to 1 chance hell 
turn out to be a Bruce Lee type， 
Chances are good that he has thick 
glasses, slide rule (nowcalculators) 
hanging on his belt，and not 
terribly sociable， 

Speaking of Bruce Lee，the 
martial- arts industry flourished 
tremendously in the last decade， 
15 years ago，the industry Was 
Practically _ zero in the U.3，Jn 
1968，the industry grossed about 
$5,000,000;， in 1974，abonut 
$61,000,000 (includes everything 
from filjms, tournaments，to 工 - 
shirts and posters). In Chinatown， 
Bruce Lee posters replaced the 
Haight-Ashbury posters， Martial 
arts Schools sprang up in many 
neighborhoods in San Erancisco， 
with the kids kunging the fu out of 
each other. 

One was able to find a full 
course lunch for slightly over a 
dollar ten years ago in China- 
town. Todqay，the same lunch is 
about 60 percent higher. 9am Wo 
was a favorite eating Place for the 
Chinese. Now it's a favorite Place 
for the tourists. Seems like either 
Sam Wo was visited by a famous 
movie star，or else it got into 
someone's “Guide to Chinatown ， 

COOL 

Chinatown waiters have kept 
their cool all these years，How- 
ever, in the last few years，Some 
are josing their patience with the 
tourists. 了 ve seem them telling the 
customers to write down their 
orders. TI suppose there's been too 


many TOrdere WESR rn 
won-ton 
-Toa Lee Yon; a favorite place 
for banquets，closed up a few 
years ag0，FEong Fong Bakery， 
famous for its ginger ice cream， 
closed its doors last year， Their 
mural of dough boys jumping into, 
a kiln was a familiar sight to 
Chinatown residents andq Visitors 
for decades. 
Woey Loy the 


Goey Cafe， 


downstairs cafe on Jackson Street 


is completely remodeled. Before， 
it had a very old atmosphere, and 
they were still using coffee musgs 
and plates there were left over 
froim the 1940s. 区 was one of the 
favorites of the Chinese elderly. 
But since renovation, everything is 
color co-ordinated， with fancy 
printed menus，Many tourists eat 
there now. 

About 10-years ago，the most 
Dhotographed store on Grant 
Avenue was Shing Chong 多 Co.， 
on the corner of Grant and Clay. 
Tourists delighted in photo- 
graphing the dimly lit interiors， 
the old wooden cabinets and 
shelves，the hanging meat，the 
crates of Chinese vegetables，and 
employees that still use abacus， 
Then Shing Chong renovated，got 
modern，became slick and clean， 
going the way of progress ， 

LEN'S 
Len's, a small clothing store for 
men on Washington Street near 
portsmouth Plaza，closed up after 
about a decade. 
The Chinese seem to have their 


own ftime-table， The restaurants 


and _ markets that remodeled 
should have done so 10 to 15 years 
ago0, Now that a lot of them are 
going “modern,， our caucasian 
counterparts are going nostalgic ， 
Many of the old _ furniture ,our 


.elders kept for decades， which 


they finaHy threw out because 
they bought a new set of Danish 


modern， is beginning to show up 
at antique stores at exorbitant 
prices， 工 think our caucasian 
friends are dumping their Danish 
modern to go “nostalgic ， 

If you have a copy of the very 
first 匡 ast/West that came out 3 
decade ago，its not quite old 
enough to be worth anything. On 
the other hand,it's enough of an 
oddity to _ justify keeping 让 .

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HK Tries Acupuncture 
to Cure Drug Addiction

healthy:looking young Hong Kong 


woman first held out her arm so 
the surprised visitors could see the 
marks left by four years of inject- 
ing heroin. Then she pushed her 
hair back to show a tiny hole in 
her ear left by the insertion of 
electrified acupuncture mneedles， 
the use of whbich she says takes 
away the severe pain caused by 
stopping heroin use. 

“IT feel greatly relaxed when the 
needles are used,”she said.“I drift 
towards sleep and forget the 
Pain.” 

The 22-year-old woman is one 
of 400 addicts who have been 
treated in Hong Kong for drug 
withdrawal pains with Acupunc- 
ture and Electrical Stimulation” 
(AES) since experiments began 
here in 1972.， 

Acupunceture is also being used 
on drug addicts in several Asian 
countries，including South Viet- 
nam，where a doctor has recently 
put out a_ book on the treatment 
that the Previous government re- 
fused to allow published. 


CENTER 

Hong Kong is now the center of 
on-going experiments about the 
effectiveness and.long-range bene= 
fits of acooseaetare tor addicts, 
The experiments have attracted 
worldwide attention ，

CAUTIOUS 

Until then，researchers are cau- 
tious _ about portraying acupunc- 
ture as a wondrous cture-all for the 
complex problems of drug addic- 
tion . 

“Acupuncture is not a magic 
wand,”James Ch'ien，director of 
the group running the experiments 
here (Society for the Aid and Re- 
habilitation of Drug Abuse，or 
SARDA)'stresses.“There is no such 
thing as a_ magic cure in drug 
abuse， 

SARDA regularly uses AES on 
patients who ask for iinstead of 
the more common methadone 
treatment， 

After experimenting with acu- 
puncture points all over the body， 
doctors selected the middle of the 
concha (large hollow) of each ear 
as the point Producing the best 
AES resuljts， 

The needles are inserted about a 
duarter-inch into the concha and 
connected to_electrical stimulat- 
OFTS. 

Each treatment consists of stim- 
ulating the _ needles_ for ahcat 3U 
iminutes at five to six volts， 了 Pa- 
tients Usually Teceive treatments 
two or three times a day for the 
first 10 to 14 days, and irregularly 
after that as needed to _ relieve 
Pain， 

CURRENT 

According to _ the 22-year-old 
woman patient, it is not the inser- 
tion of the needles that stops the 
pain but the mild electrical cur- 
Tent. 

She was a farily common addic- 
tion case here.,She quit school at 
15 to work in a factory，then got 
married at-18. Shortly afterwards 


.her husband deserted her and she 


went to work in a bar. There she 
began “chasing the dragon (using 
a_ narrow tube to inhale fumes 
from a 40/60 mixture of heroin 
and barbitone) and quickly went 
to mainlining heroin . 

When she_ first quit heroin 
and started AES_ treatment from 
SARDA for four months last 
year，she felt cured.， But after 
stopping the AES treatments she 
relapsed into drug use and re- 
turned for more treatment in No- 
vember， 

Since then，she has had AES 
treatments for both withdrawal 
pains and other discomfort such as 
that felt during menstruation， 
“Whenever [feel uncomfortable, 工 
ask for the acupuncture, ”she said. 

The addicts receiving AES have 
ranged in age from 17 to 72，with 
length of addiction ranging from 
two to 58 years: Foreigners have 
also come here for the treatment， 
One American man in his mid-20's 
later traveled around the United 
States trying to stimulate interest 
in AES research. 

Dr. 再 . 荆 . Wen，a neurosurgeon 
at a 人 owloon hospital，claims the 
key assets of AES treatment are 
that it is easy and economical，has 
no measurable side effects and can 
be applied to all patients. 

“As with all acupuncture，the 
doctors arent sure how AES 
works,” Ch'ien said，“but its 
clearly worth pursuing.”
